Upon the advice of the board's 
law firm, McGinn and Fitzharris. 
a 
second 
resolution 
adopted 
Tuesday night accepting tile Bak­ 
er Construction Co.’s offer to ac­ 
cept a fee of 4% for supervising 
the subcontracts 
was 
rescinded. 
The Green Bay Company had ask­ 
ed a fee of 15% for this service 
in their formal bid to the Board 
of Education. 
The legal opinion of the board’s 
law firm held that when the Baker 
Construction Company agreed to 
do the supervisory work for four 
percent they were 
changing 
the 
terms of their proposal. 
Upheld Base Bid Acceptance 
“In effect, they were making a 
private contract with the Board of 
Education,” the opinion read. “Be­ 
cause of 
the 
statute 
requiring 
competitive bidding, the Board of 
Education was without power to 
enter into such a contract. 
“Therefore, in our opinion, the 
second resolution is invalid.’’ 
The 
legal 
opinion, 
however, 
held that the Board’s 
action 
in 
considering the base construction 
bids apart from 
the 
percentage 
feature for supervising the sub­ 
contracts was proper. 
“ In our opinion there 
was 
no 
requirem ent in the specifications 
or the proposal that 
the 
Board 
make its election as to whether the 
sub-contractors came 
under 
the 
general construction contract be­ 
fore they considered the base bid. 
Neither the specifications or 
the 
proposal so stated,” the law firm 
contended. 
“Must Accept Lowest Bid” 
“The Board was under no obli­ 
gation at anytim e to make such 
an election and 
could 
if 
they 
wished decide not to 
place 
the 
subcontracts under 
the 
general 
construction contract. 
Quoting McQuillin’s 
Municipal 
Corporation, 3rd Edition, as 
its 
authority, the legal opinion held 
ag follows: 
* ‘A contract should generally be 
awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder who complies with die ad­ 
vertised proposals, and 
it 
has 
been held that an award to 
one 
who is not the lowest bidder will 
be tet aside where no 
plausible 
reason for m aking it is given.* 
“Therefore, 
since the 
Baker 
Construction Company’s base bid 
wa* the lowest bid and there being 
no cogent or plausible reason ad­ 
vanced 
why the Baker Company 
should not be awarded the bid, in 
our opinion the action of the Board 
in awarding the bid to the Baker 
Construction Company was prop­ 
er.”

U ltim ately the voters 
of the state wall recognize th at the voting 
m achine is the best safeguard thus far de­ 
vised for efficient voting. 


F ortunately m any of the w eaknesses in 
our voting procedures have 
been 
elim i­ 
nated, thanks to the recounts which served 
to point out the w eaknesses. However, the 
elem ent of hum an erro r is m uch m ore pre­ 
valent in the paper ballot system than 
in 
th e voting m achine system and it w ill al­ 
w ays be thus.

t N resigning as chief counsel of the

e a rth y com m ittee even before his duty 
began, Sam uel Sears, Boston attorney, put 
his finger on the nub of the m atter.

The fact is, he assured the com m ittee he 
had taken no public

Sears felt from the outset, and feels now, 
that these statem ents w'ould not bar him 
from im partial handling of the com m ittee 
counsel’s duties. 
But he recognizes th a t others 
are

bias, 
and that explains w hy he quit. 
The com m ittee itself probably w as 
re­ 
m iss in not checking m ore 
closely 
into 
S ears’ background before nam ing him . 
T he g reater blam e w ould seem 
to 
be 
S ears’, for not telling the com m ittee the 
full story of his views and thus allow ing 
it to decide for itself w hether he could do 
an im partial job. 
He chose instead to be his own 
judge 
of his fitness on this score, until 
public 
opinion and an aroused com m ittee 
com ­ 
pelled his w ithdraw al.

A conservation official says 
Wisconsin 
faces its w orst forest fire season in pos­ 
sibly 20 years. This is not ju st scare talk. 
W e hav en ’t had the norm al snow and 
rain in som e part 
of the state, the result 
of which this y e a r’s dry spring is, as the 
official says, “m uch w orse than norm al.” 
The record of fires already reported this 
y ea r is another indication. Since Jan u ary 
I the state has had 101 fires 
that 
have 
burned over 1.452 acres, m ostly m arshland 
in central W isconsin. A year ago this tim e 
th e state had experienced only 54 fires that \ <>* S tall concurred in R adford’s

Rare 'Water-on-the-Brain' 


Is Challenge to Medicine

In other form s 
of hydrocephalus 
both in 
curs in w hich there is an accum ulation of j children and 
in grow nups 
any one of sev- 
fluid inside the brain, causing 
stretching 
of the .skull from pressure. 
The 
medical 
nam e for this condition is hydrocephalus. It 
is som etim es present at birth or it may be­ 
come evident at a later date. 


When present at birth, 
the 
cause 
is 
thought to be some 
obstruction 
to 
the 
drainage of fluid out of the spaces which 
lie betw een portions of the brain inside the 
skull. Why this obstruction should 
occur, 
how ever, usually 
cannot 
be 
discovered. 
Increase in fluid may sometim es 
enlarge 
the head even before birth and thus m ake 
childbirth d ifficu lt More often, how ever, it 
is not noticed until some tim e atter birth 
has occurred. 


H ydrocephalus usually 
interferes 
w ith 
intelligence, but this is not 
alw ays 
the 
case. In one fam ous case a man lived to the 
age of tw enty-nine w ith a skull stretched so 
much th.it it was alm ost transparent, but 
his m ental faculties w ere iii excellent con­ 
dition* 
J 


ural causes may exist. In m ost cases, how - 
e v e i, Die cause cannot be discovered. 
The sym ptom s also vary w idely. M ental 
changes may or m ay not be present. H ead­ 
aches and disturbances of vision or w alking 
are among the sym ptom s which are likely 
to be, but are not alw ays, present. 
The outlook for som eone afflicted by this 
condition depends on the cause and on the 
speed w ith which fluid accum ulates. If it 
comes on suddenly and fluid accum ulates 
rapidly, the outlook, of course, is unfavor- 
aule. In m any m ild cases, how ever, recov­ 
ery can and often does occur. 
In some cases, the condition can be per­ 
m anently relieved by surgery, or perhaps 
a vicious cycle broken by rem oving some 
of the excess fluid. Such treatm ent is most 
likely to be successful if done early. 
H ydrocephalus is one of those conditions 
which is tortunately 
rath er 
rare. 
Much 
m ore needs to be learned about it before 
prevention can become possible or better 
treatm ent* devised.

w here it is teared p art of the French forces 
may be annihilated arui w here it’s teated 
the rest of the French forces may pull out 
A dm iral Radford w as not hoi>oful about 
Die fortress of Dien Bien Phu. He reported 
that C om m unist an tiaircraft batteries w ere 
deadly accurate and w ere shooting down 
most of French and A m erican planes fly­ 
ing low er than 11,000 feet. 
Also the fort is so small that it is 
diffi­ 
cult to parachute supplies into such a sm all 
perim eter w ith any degree of 
accuracy, 
and m uch of the parachuted supplies fall 
outside the fortress into C om m unist hands.

D em ocratic reaction to the 
D ulles-R ad- 
ford request for congressional supiiort for 
possible w ar in Indo-C hina was 
sum m ed 
up by Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the 
D em ocratic leader. 
“Tim e after tim e I have had to listen 
to my R epublican colleague,” he said, look­ 
ing at C O P leader W illiam K now land 
of 
.C alifornia, “tell us about the K orean w ar 
and how it started under the D em ocrats. 
Now it appears we are faced w ith another 
K orea.” 
“ Yes, arid we have had to listen to the 
R epublicans call us the party of treaso n ,” 
added Congressm an John M cCorm ack 
of 
Boston. “O ur patriotism w as im pugned at 
a tim e w hen w e all should have been u n it­ 
ed against com m unism instead of fighting 
and condem ning each other. I doubt th e re ­ 
fore if it w ould be very easy to get m any 
D em ocrats to vote for this resolution.”

roads then tried new devices. One 
big road carried on 200 tests and 
called on the Navy Band for help, j 
They finally blended C sharp, E. j 
G and A at differ* it frequencies j 
into m ajor 7th chord, a soothing j 
sound. 
On air whistles intensity can be ‘ 
controlled. As his 
train 
speeds 
through the night an 
engineer, 
heedful of sleepers, can blow 
a 
low, organ-like note rather than 
the earsplitting blast that shakes 
the countryside during the day. 
Some old-timers 
are 
skeptical 
about air whistles. A mellow tone 
may be easy on the ear. they say. 
but it's no 
substitute 
for

Tile new instruments certainly 
sound better

During the heyday of the 
Iron 
Horse a man 
who 
could 
play 
“ Home. Sweet Home” was long 
rem em bered. In Lexington, 
Kv.. 
they still tell the story of a talent­ 
ed engineer who sounded out that 
melody every New' Y ear’s Eve at 
Inidnight. 
Some “ hoggers” 
attained 
re­ 
nown by making a whistle laugh— | 
but not everybody with it. There 
was more than one report of an 
engineer who whooped along the 
rails w ith a m erry “ ba-ha-ha-ha” j 
only to learn that the road’s gen­ 
eral m anager was aboard ready 


w’th a harsh word against exces­ 
sive noise. 
In the era of the panting, puf­ 
fing engine the wet steam whistle 
was adjusted by many

Nisan 13 (Tuesday) — An angry young Galilean 
rabbi stunned this pilgrim-thronged city yesterday by rope-whipping 
and driving from the great Jewish Temple a number of money ex­ 
changers and dealers in sacrificial goods. 
The 33-year-old religious revolutionary, Jesus, of the tiny north­ 
ern village of Nazareth, upset the coin-covered tables of the trapo­ 
lite bankers and sent the sacrifice merchants’ doves and lambs flut- 
tering and bawling into the temple vaid. He lashed the dealers with 
a rope whip and told them: 
“ It is written, m> house shall be called the house of prayer, but 
you have made it a den of thieves.” 
Many pilgrims waiting in line to exchange the coin of the realm j 
into the kind acceptable for payment of temple dues encouraged the 
rabbi. 
Although the dealers cowered before the enraged Jesus, one of 
them shouted to him: 
“ Blasphemer. We shall see what the scribes say of this.” 


Population Swollen 
The incident occurred on the eve of the Jew ish festival of Pesach, 
oi Passover. The ancient city, religious capital of this eastern Medi­ 
terranean nation, is swelled to almost a million by pilgrims, mer­ 
chants. traders, beggars and thieves from all parts of Palestine, and 
a reinforced garrison of Roman occupation forces. The Jew s are here 
to celebrate the freeing of their ancestors from slavery under the 
Egyptian Pharaohs. 
The festival was permitted this* 
year by the Roman Occupational

WASHINGTON — (CQ)— Peril 
puints and escape clauses — the 
“if* and the “but” in America’s 
freer trade policy — probably will 
be buffeted by slings, arrows, and 
love pats this veal when Congress j 
debates extension of the 20-year- 
old 
reciprocal 
trade 
program, 
scheduled to expire June 12. 
Less than eight months after 
winning his battle for a one-year 
reprieve for reciprocal trade, Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower March 30 asked 
Congress for a three-year exten­ 
sion. 
Advocates of freer trade may 
seek to trim peril points and escape 
clauses — some snipping lightly 
here and there, other chopping 
away at the roots. 
Exponents of greater protection 
for domestic industry — arguing 
that the shield against competitive ; 
imports is not stout enough—hope 
to double the guard by building 
the tariff barriers higher. 
Here’s how peril points work: 
When the President expects to 
negotiate tariff concession under 
the reciprocal trade program, he 
sends the list of commodities to 
the Tariff Commission. The Com­ 
mission decides how high tariffs 
and other import restrictions must 
be to prevent foreign goods from 
“causing or threatening serious in­ 
jury” 
to 
competitive 
American 
producers. The President may not 
conclude a trade agreement until 
he recesses the Commission s re­ 
port defining the point of peril. 
If the President overrides the 
Commission’s 
recommendations, 
he must explain his reasons to 
Congress within 30 days. 
President Truman rejected the 
Commission’s only operative peril 
point recommendation, 
granting 
Venezuela .concessions on petro­ 
leum duties beyond the limits pro­ 
posed by the Commission. 
Trade “Autopsies” 
While peril points are intended 
To" prevent i n j u r y to domestic in­ 
dustry before it occurs, 
escape 


clauses are designed to remedy un­ 
foreseen injuries 
resulting 
from 
tariff concessions. Sen. Eugene D. 
Minikin (R Colo.) has compared 
escape clauses to an “autopsy.” 
Escape clauses 
permit 
either 
p a r t y to a trade 
agreement to 
cancel or modify concession on 
import restrictions. The President. 
Congress, 
or 
any 
''interested 
party” m a y demand an investiga­ 
tion by the Tariff Commission to 
determine if tariff barriers — pre­ 
viously lowered—should be raised 
to prevent or remedy “serious in­ 
j u r y ” to a domestic industry by 
imports. 
It tfie President declines to fol­ 
low the Commission’s advice when 
if 
recommends

clauses, he must explain to Con­ 
gress within 60 days. 
Three of 59 applications tor tar­ 
iff relief through escape clauses 
have been approved — in all cases 
by President Truman. Commission

President Eisenhower. Mr. Eisen­ 
hower awaits the results of addi­ 
tional .study before deciding on 
two more escape clause recom­ 
mendations. 
The Commission has reported 
that escape clause cases consumed 
about 74.2 man years of work in 
fiscal 1950-53, 
The peril points principle first 
was inserted in the law in 1948, 
was deleted in 1949. reinserted in 
1951. aud retained in Hie latest ex­ 
tension, in 
1953. Escape 
clause 
provisions first entered the statute 
books in 1951, and were retained 
in 1953. The President is directed 
to insert escape clauses in all fu­ 
ture trade agreements and to ne­ 
gotiate for their addition to any 
existing agreements lacking them. 
When he signed the 1951 exten­ 
sion, President Truman declared 
that

clauses “. . . do not materially add 
to tfie safeguards (for domestic in­ 
dustry) which already exist under 
present administrative procedur­ 
es.” Here s what he meant: 
From its birth in 1934, the trade 
agreements law has been angled 
toward reduction of import restric­ 
tions which are “unduly burdening 
or restricting” on U. S. foreign 
trade, with effects on other na­ 
tions’ trade a secondary consider­ 
ation, at least in theory. President 
Truman, and President Roosevelt 


before him, supposedly concluded 
trade agreements only aftei con­ 
sultation with the Tariff Commis­ 
sion, other government agencies, 
and special committees responsible 
for study and advice on imports. 
In Presidential Orders 
Escape clause

was formalized by an executive 
order issued in 1947. A 1949 exe­ 
cutive order

In his March 30 message to Con­ 
gress on foreign economic policy. 
President Eisenhower agt cod with 
his study commission that pet ii 
points and escape clauses should 
be retained. 
Clues to possible Congressional 
action on peril points and escape 
clauses 
in 
1954 
are 
threaded 
through the history of the Trade 
Agreements Act. In 1953, for cx- 
j ample. Sen. Estes 
Kefauver (I) 
j Term.) sponsored a bill to drop 
at least i>eril points from the law. 
Others may consent to leave peril 
points and escape clauses in the 
statute books, but seek to drop 
the requirement that the President 
must explain to Congress when he 
fails to comply with Tariff Com­ 
mission recommendations. Tile ef­ 
fect would be to enact the sub­ 


stance of pa t executive order*. 
On the other side of the debate, 
“protectionists” may try to revive 
some ol the following devices to 
bolster the effectiveness of peril 
points and escape clauses: 
Require the President to comply 
with

mendations on peril points and es­ 
cape clauses. 
Allow Congress to veto trade 
a g r e e m e n t s negotiated iii the face

Redefine “injury” so that do­ 
m e s t i c industries may more easily 
justify applications for high peril 
points and escape clause relief.
